INSTRUCTIONS   CONCERNING  MEAT  INSPECTION. 
Paste  for  Applying  Domestic  Meat  Labels. 

Inspectors  in  charge  should  see  that  silicate  of  soda  is  not  used  in  applying  domestic 
meat-inspection  labels  to  surfaces  which  have  been  previously  varnished  or  painted. 
This  precaution  is  necessary  on  account  of  the  alkali  present  in  the  silicate  of  soda 
which  attacks  the  treated  surface  and  thereby  loosens  the  labels. 

Experiments  are  now  being  conducted  with  the  view  of  obtaining  a  paste  which 
may  be  used  for  all  purposes  and  until  this  work  is  completed  a  dextrin  paste  is  recom- 
mended for  applying  labels  to  varnished  or  painted  surfaces. 


SUBSTANCES   PERMITTED  FOR  OFFICIAL  DIPPING  OF  SHEEP. 

The  use  of  the  following-named  substances  is  permitted  by  the  department  in  the 
official  dipping  of  sheep  for  scabies: 

"Creolol  J5,"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  by  The  White  Tar  Company, 
New  York,  N.  Y.     Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  to  not  more  than  64  gallons  of  water. 

"Dipolene  Stock  Dip  and  Disinfectant  Aro.  1,"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured 
for  the  Marshall  Oil  Company  of  Iowa,  Marshalltown,  Iowa.  Dilution  permitted, 
1  gallon  to  not  more  than  72  gallons  of  water. 

"Conkey's  Dip  and  Disinfectant,"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  by  The 
G.  E.  Conkey  Company,  Cleveland,  Ohio.  Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  to  not  more 
than  67  gallons  of  water. 

"Cloro-lin  Dip,"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  by  Ed.  C.  Jungkind,  San 
Antonio,  Tex.     Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  to  not  more  than  54  gallons  of  water. 

Inspectors  will  not  permit  the  use  in  official  dipping  of  packages  of  these  dips  which 
are  not  labeled  in  accordance  with  the  above  specifications,  nor^will  they  permit  the 
use  in  official  dipping  of  any  proprietary  dip  which  does  not  bear  the  guaranty  required 
of  manufacturers  by  the  regulations,  B.  A.  I.  Order  143  and  amendments  thereto,  o* 
which  in  any  manner  violates  the  provisions  of  said  regulations  or  amendments. 
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CASES    OF   VIOLATION   OF   LAWS. 

Quarantine  Law. 

Since  February  10,  1912,  nine  reports  of  alleged  violation  of  the  quarantine  laws 
and  regulations  have  been  received. 

Twenty-eight  Hour  Law. 

Since  February  10,  1912,  eighty-four  reports  of  alleged  violation  of  the  28-hour  law 
have  been  received. 

Meat-Inspection  Law. 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  Jacob  Martin,  Quarry ville,  N.  J.,  for  violating 
the  meat-inspection  act  in  making  interstate  shipments  of  immature  calf  carcasses, 
the  defendant  recently  entered  a  plea  of  non  vult  and  was  fined  $50,  which  fine  was 
paid. 

State  Quarantine  Law. 

The  bureau  is  informed  that  in  the  case  of  the  State  of  Georgia  v.  Harrel  Wallace, 
recently  tried  in  Murray  County,  Ga.,  on  the  charge  of  interfering  with  and  abusing 
a  State  inspector  while  in  the  discharge  of  his  official  duties,  the  defendant  entered 
a  plea  of  guilty  and  was  assessed  costs  amounting  to  $21.40. 


INSPECTION  AND   TESTING  OF  ANIMALS  FOR   CANADA. 

The  bureau  is  informed  by  the  Canadian  authorities  that  the  tuberculin  test  is  not 
required  in  the  case  of  cattle  forming  part  of  settlers'  effects  when  entering  Canada 
from  the  United  States.  Under  the  Canadian  regulations,  however,  the  Canadian 
inspector  is  empowered  to  apply  the  tuberculin  test  to  such  cattle  if  he  sees  fit  to 
do  so,  but  it  is  stated  that  as  a  matter  of  fact  this  power  is  very  seldom  exercised.

GEOGRAPHICAL   DISTRIBUTION   OF   PARASITES    OF   ANIMALS. 

Veterinary  inspectors  and  others  on  the  bureau  force,  especially  those  in  the  field, 
are  requested  to  forward  to  the  Zoological  Division  any  information  as  to  the  pres- 
ence of  parasites  that  will  supplement  the  article  on  "Our  present  knowledge  of 
the  distribution  and  importance  of  some  parasitic  diseases  of  sheep  and  cattle  in 
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the  United  States,"  published  in  the  Twenty-seventh  Annual  Report.  If  sufficient 
additional  records  are  obtained  in  this  way,  they  will  be  made  the  basis  of  a  sup- 
plementary report  later.     Reports  should  give  all  available  data. 


ADMINISTRATIVE  EXAMINER   TO   VISIT  FIELD    STATIONS. 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  having  approved  the  following  recommendation — 
"That  in  each  of  the  larger  bureaus  with  outlying  field  stations  there  shall  be 
appointed  one  or  more  administrative  examiners,  who  shall,  at  such  times  as  may 
be  deemed  advisable  by  the  chief  of  bureau,  but  not  at  any  regular  or  stated  times, 
visit  the  various  field  stations  with  full  authority  to  examine  administratively  all 
vouchers  and  accounts  and  all  supplies,  equipment,  etc.,  purchased,  and  to  make 
any  necessary  investigations  in  reference  thereto,  in  order  to  report  to  the  chief  of 
bureau  the  conditions  of  economy  and  efficiency  in  the  field." 

This  bureau  has  designated  Mr.  James  L.  Chase  as  such  an  examiner.  Inspectors 
and  others  in  charge  are  directed  to  place  at  his  disposal,  upon  his  visits  to  the  sta- 
tions, all  information  called  for  and  to  assist  him  in  every  possible  manner. 


INVESTIGATION  OF  SHRINKAGE  OF  BEEF  CATTLE  DURINO  SHIPMENT. 

Mr.  James  E.  Downing,  of  the  Washington  office,  is  engaged  in  an  investigation 
pertaining  to  the  shrinkage  in  weight  of  beef  cattle  during  shipment.  His  work 
necessitates  obtaining  the  weights  of  cattle  at  market  points.  All  inspectors  from 
whom  Mr.  Downing  requests  cooperation  are  instructed  to  render  him  all  possible 
assistance.  .
